immediate and valuable action on the 
part of railway officials 2000 miles 
away. The cause of a railroad accident 
is the most vital feature of the report. 
Next to this comes a list of the killed 
or injured. Of course a large class 
are interested in particula to hor- 
rors and other incidents. But above 
all, and not for the benefit of the press 
alone, valuable assistance from official 
sources brightens thought in railroad 
circles as to additional safeguards, and 
is a matter of great satisfaction to the 
public. Asin many other things, the 
widest. publicity given to the facts—the 
exact truth—is the wisest policy. | 


The Constitutional Amendments. 


The Governor has issued his proc- 
lamation, under the law, for an 
election to vote upon the three consti- 
tutional amendments proposed by the 
late Legislature. 

Amendment One continues the pres- 
ent seven Supreme Judges in office till 
the end of their respective terms, One 
of their number is to be elected Chief 
Justice by the members of the court, 
and will hold office for two years. The 
present Commissioners are continued 
in office for two years,and as much 


| longer as two-thirds of the Legislature 


shall determine. 

Amendment Two deals with the ques- 
tion of salaries alone. The Supreme 
Judges are to receive $7500, and the 


perior Judges of San Francisco, Ala- 
meda, Los Angeles, Santa Clara, Yuba 
and Sutter combined, Sacramento, 
Butte, Nevada, San Diego, San Bernar- 
dino, Colusa and Tehama, are to receive 
$5000 yearly, while the judges of Tulare, 
Monterey, Sonoma and San Joaquin 
are allowed $4000 yearly. 

Amendment Three relates to the 
framing of charters for cities of over 
10,000 and less than 100,000 inhabitants. 
The amendments will and should re- 
ceive critical examination. The dis- 
tribution and apportionment of salaries 
of judges is severely criticised by some 
portion of the press, it being main- 
tained that counties of small popula- 
tion are put on the $5000 basis, while 
counties of much larger population are 
classed with the $4000 counties. The 
criticism is well taken, as will be seen 
from even the small test published 
above. 


Gov. BARTLETT has made his mark, 
and attached his sign manual to more 
bills. He did a good thing when he ap- 
proved the bill providing that the dis- 
patching of messenger boys in uniform 
to places of ill repute, such as bagnios 
and opium joints, should constitute an
